A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Discussed prior art and pending rejections. 

Applicant's representative requested clarification on reasons of withdrawn of claims 26 and 77 from the 102(b) 
rejection and some of the 103(a) rejections in the office action mailed on 4/21/2001 (see paragraphs 4-7 of the office 
action). 

Claims 26 and 27 are withdrawn from these rejections because the cited reference(s) do not clearly teach the 
limitation recited in the claims, specifically the cited reference(s) do not teach "determining an overproduction level for 
cytosolic BGA-1 protein, said level being in excess of a minimum amount statistically determined to be indicative of 
decreased likelihood of tumor recurrence or spread". This limitation was taught by McGuire et al. 

"McGuire et al. teach a method of predicting disease-free survival in cancer patients by relating the number and 
amount of stress proteins in the cancer tissue to the probability of tumor recurrence (see abstract). McGuire et al. 
disclose that a relative measure of "overproduction" is used, and the units defining "overproduction" are relative to an 
arbitrarily assigned cancer cell line standard (the content of the same stress response proteins in a cell culture of 
human breast cancer cells) (see column 8, lines 62-65 and column 11 , lines 20-25). McGuire et al. teach selection of 
the cutoff values is determined by statistical consideration and does not imply an absolute value (see column 9, lines 
10-12)." (see page 8, 4th paragraph of the office action mailed on 1 1/24/2009).
